much immigration itself as colonization. If the Federal Government and 
Parliament saw fit to take down all the bars to immigration there la hardly any 
question but that very large numbers of people from European countries would 
come to Canada. But it is open to serious question whether an unrestricted 
Inflow of people would bo In the best interests of tho iKraitnlou, or of these 
incoming people themselves. 

Neither Government and Parliament, nor Canadians In general, are of the 
opinion that such an unrestricted influx of people would bo desirable. The 
opinion still prevails, and wisely so, that there must bo selection of immi¬ 
grants, although It Is now recognized that there can well be, and ought to be, 
some relaxation of the restrictions imposed during those years immediately 
following the war. 

While, therefore. Immigration regulations will undoubtedly bo modified, 
and efforts put forth to secure a larger number of people in this and succeed¬ 
ing years, the main effort of tlu* Dominion Government, transportation com 
panics, and all bodies primarily interested in the settlement of our vacant 
areas, will be in the direction of successful and therefore permanent settle¬ 
ment; In a word, tho promotion of colonization-gather than tlu* no re. encour¬ 
agement of the immigration of people to CAuada. 

Past experience establishes the wisdom and necessity of such a policy. 
Carrying It into effect, however, cannot be left solely to Government. It will 
call for the active interest and participation of the whole people of Canada, 
and may well constitute one of the major activities of all organizations aueli 
as Boards of Trade, Canadian Clubs, the various service clubs, farmers* organ¬ 
izations, churches. Community Clubs, and all kindred organizations. 

Successful colonization means the placing of new settlers in districts 
where their labors will be crowned with success, where their surroundings 
and neighbors will be congenial, where they will not laeff the e**»iuialn 
necessary to the making of happy, prosperous, contented homes. 

To cite one example. Late in 11*24 the Swiss Settlement Society was 
nganized in Canuda under a Dominion Charter with headquarters in Montreal, 
with tho object of encouraging Swiss settlement in Canada. This Society, 
in Its first year, has been markedly successful In securing the support, finan¬ 
cial und otherwise, of prominent people throughout Camilla, in Switzerland and • 
the Failed States. It is engaged In getting in touch with all Swiss now resi¬ 
dent In Canada and ascertaining tho measure of their Fuccn.-ta here, the prob¬ 
lems which confronted them and how they were overcome, the problems and

actual experiences and successes of their countrymen in Canada, and to) 
sist such new' immigrants to locate in desirable communities on arrival lie*- 
and to help them in all possible ways to succeed. That is, there is an organ¬ 
ized Society to which all Swiss In Canada cun turn for helplul advice and 
assistance. 

Reference may bo made to another development which is hound to have 
a permanently beneficial colonization effect. In Its peacetime work the 
Canadian lied Cross Society aims at the improvement of health, the proven 
lion of disease, and the mitigation of suffering. In its efforts in these direc¬ 
tions it lias taken particular notice of the need of nuthing cure for expectant 
mothers and children, and sick and accident cases among the new settlers in 
remote and pioneer districts where doctors are few- in number and tar distant 
from tho settlers' homes, and where us yet the population is too small to war- * 
rant the establishment of hospitals. In rucli districts tho lied Cros# is estab¬ 
lishing Nursing Outposts with fully qualified nurses in charge. Over thirty 
such Outposts have now been established by the Red Gross in Alberta. Sas¬ 
katchewan, Manitoba and Northern Ontario. Others are btiug opened as 
rapidly as tho .funds of the Ri d Cross will permit, and only recently an Eng¬ 
lish nursing association donated funds for tho equipun nt of two additional 
Outposts in Saskatchewan In districts Into which British settlers are now going. 

These nre real moves calculated to promote permanent and successful 
colonization. Such societies as the tjvo cited, and others that might bo men¬ 
tioned having tie* same object in view, are deserving of the cordial sym¬ 
pathy and hearty support of the people of Canada. They uro helping to make 
L'umtdu, and to biiug about the realization of tho prophecy that Lhu“Twentieth 
Century belongs to Canada.” 

Successful colonization means no^mly retaining llio (tiers who do come, 
but it means larger immigration because an ever increasing number of people 
will come to participate in tho success of these others. Thus will Cauuda 
grow and prosper as it ought to do aud as Nutuie by her varied aud bountiful 
gifts intended it should.

It Now Site of $14,000,000 Hotel In 
Detroit, Mich. 

Tho site of Detroit’s $l\o00.000 
nook-Cadlllac Hotel once sold for ex¬ 
actly ono cent. The purchaser was 
Mary Watson Hudson, a citizen of De¬ 
troit. who obtained the plot of ground 
in accordance with an act of Congress. 

It happened like this: In 1805 the 
town of Detroit was practically des¬ 
troyed by fire.

Dry Land Vegetable Gardening 


Dominion Experimental Farm At Leth¬ 
bridge Uses Dry Farming 
Methods v 

At I/othbrldge, Alta., Dominion ex¬ 
perimental station the vegetables are 
planted each year on summerfallow 
land and the garden is sheltered by 
single rows of cottonwood trees plac¬ 
ed 200 feet apart. The barnyard man¬ 
ure applied is turned under when the 
land Is being ploughed for eummerfal- 
low. the application of manure, there 
fore, Is made the year previous to the 
planting of the seeds. This plan of 
planting tho dry land garden on sum-, 
merfallow. says - tk* - ipi rlr‘ -i \m — 
Mr. W. II. Falrf^ld. M S., in his Iasi 
report, U well worth the c m i a Mem t hru 
of the dry land farmer. It Is especial¬ 
ly advantageous if the windbreaks aro 
so arranged as to act as snow traps. 
Th« vegetables, even such small grow¬ 
ing sorts as lettuce and radishes, are 
planted ln rows three feet apart to al¬ 
low the horse cultvlator ample room to 
operate between the rows. Such a 
practice reduces tho hand labor very 
materially, points out Mr. Fairfield, 
and. Also ensures the plunts greater 
space In which their roots may forage 
for moisture.

clining in Past Four Years 

In the last four Tears, the birth rate 
In Canada (not Including Quebec) has 
dropped . front s 26.5 per thousand or 
population to 21.1 per thousand. A 
return to the bureau of statistics, to 
'which vital statistics for Quobwc prov¬ 
ince wore not available, shows that 
tho decline In th# natural Increase of 
population has boon steady since 
1921, If figures for tho month of June, 
1925, can be taken as an Indication. 
June last Is tho most recent month 
for which figures are available. 

Statistics by districts are available 
only for cities of 80.000 or over. Of 
thirteen cities thus tabulated, only 
two had an Increase In births In June 
last year compared with June, 1981. 
These two wero St. John, N.B., nnd 
Windsor, Ont, each having a slight In- 
crenso. Toronto had a docroaso of 
200 births in the four-year span, Win¬ 
nipeg a decrease of 163 und Regina 
was 41 less. Of the thirteen cities 
mentioned, Victoria. D.C., had tho low¬ 
est number or births In June, 1925, 
with 572. This was 16 births loss 
than In Juno, 1921. Toronto was the 
highest with 960. None of tho cities 
of Quebec province are included In the 
tabulation.
